He that soweth to the flesh, shall, of the 
flesh reap corruption.’”” And then paraphrases it 
“ That is, if sinners persist in their corrupt 
course, they shall reap a harvest of the same.’’ If Mr. 
F, had not made an application of this text to a fu- 
ture state of being, his paraphrase would have been 
unexceptionable : But this he has done, by taking 
for granted, that the harvest here mentioned was.to 
be reccived after the dissolution of the body. Hence 
he concludes that corrupt propensities will be greatly 
increased afd strengthened,—that in hell, 
principles are unrestrained. 

A moments sober reflection upon the text which he 
has pressed into his service, will show the total inap- | 
titude of its use in support of the sentiment for which | 
it was quoted. ‘* He that soweth to the fles/, shall | 
of the flesh reap corruption.” It is of the flesh that | 
he is towreap corruption ; not of the spirit, nor in a | 
spiritual world. This harvest must therefore be re- 
ceived before the dissolution of the flesh, or else it 
must be referred to a state affer the resurrection 
For in no state, intermediate to these, can the exist- 
ence of the flesh be recognised by reason or revela- 
tion. That the present state of being is that in 
which this harvest is to be realized, Mr. F. will not 
allow :—We must therefore refer him and our read- 
ers to St. Paul’s description of the resurrection, in I. 
Cor. xv chap. where he declares it to be universal, 
and to a state of glory, honour, and immortality. 
Consequently, the subjects of that resurrection, can- 
not there reap a corruptible harvest. We now leave 
it for the decision of our readers, whether Mr. F, by 
applying this passage to a future state, does not in 
effect destroy its use in the christian scriptures,

indeed a subject of regret, that those who are pro- 
| fessedly the representatives of the humble Saviour, 
should manifest so little of his spirit, so little of the 


virtues of christian meekness, affubility and conde- 
scension. To treat with studied neglect, and with 
apparent contempt, even a stranger, in any country, is 
viewed as an act of rudeness by every moralist ; and 
ought to meet the decided reprehension of every 
christian. But when we see men professing to be 
the Ministers of Christ, look down with imperious 
scorn upon their own countrymen, refusing to recip- 
rocate the common civilities of social intercourse in 
a foreign and savage land, every principle of the 
christian religion is then fairly outraged. 

What a lamentable example does this conduct 
hold out to the uninformed natives, who judge the 
merits of the christian religion by the conduct of its 
professors. Will they be likely to quit their tem- 
ples, and cordially to embrace a religion, which, to 
them, is attended by so much. extravagance, and 
| which; in the character of its professed friends, is 
identified with a contemptuous and unsocial spirit ?

forded, and after they had dined, fed them plentiful- 





Missionary Boarp, were they to impart special in- 
structions to these missionaries, to employ a South- 
Sea Island Indian to teach them civility and hospi- 
tality, while they instruct them in the christian reli- 
gion ? 


I hereby certify, that in the month of September, 
1823, the ship Pocahontas, from Falmouth, Mass. 
visited the Sandwich Islands to obtain refreshments, 
and on account of two of the crew, one of whom lost 
his leg, soon after he went on shore, and the other 
had his thigh broken. During the time that the ship 
lay in the vicinity of these Islands, myself and Bart- 
let Norton were on shore, in the Island of Woahoo, 
being the persons who had sustained the misfortunes 
above mentioned. When we had partially recover- 
ed, being anxious to see and converse with the Mis- 
sionaries, J with much difficulty made my way, in 
company with two other persons, to one of the Mis- 
sionary houses ; after entering, a woman, whom we 
supposed to be the wife of one of the Missionaries, 
passed trhough the room without speaking to either 
of us. Soon after this, one of the Missionaries en- 
tered the room, passed through, and without speak- 
ing, or farther noticing us, disappeared. I further 
certify, that during the three weeks which I was on 
shore, I did not hear of any meetings of the Mis- 
sionaries for publick worship, except on Sundays.

I hereby certify that in the month of October, 
1823, the ship Stanton, of Fairhaven, Mass. on her 
return from the Coast of Japan, touched at the Sand- 
wich Islands, and lay at the Island of Woahoo thirty 
days. During that time, I was frequently on shore ; 
and on a Sabbath morning I attended a meeting of 
the Missionaries at that place, and saw several fe- 
males, whom I supposed to bé the wives of the Miss- 
ionaries, and a number of white children which I un- 
derstood were the children of the Missionaries, and 
that these women and children were dressed ina 
more rich and extravagant attire than is customary 
among the wealthy inhabitants of the state of Mass. 
I further certify, that four of the Missionaries came 
on board of the ship at one time, and received pres- 
ents of ivory and whale-bone, and that I laboured 
some time to get at these articles, and to procure 
some spirits from the run for them to refresh them- 
selves with. In afew days after, I went on shore, 
and met in my walk one of these same Missionaries ;

REMARKS. 

In offering an explanation of the passage above 
quoted, we know of no method so convenient and 
certain of success, as that of viewing it in connexion 
with the preceding remarks of the apostle. 

The first verse of the chapter refers to what he 
had advanced in the chapter before, where he had | 
represented the universal prevalence of the reign of | 
grace, to the entire exclusion of sin and death.— 
Knowing that an objection would arise, he antici- 
pates it by inquiring, ‘‘ Shall we continue in sin that 
grace may abound ?”? And replies, “God forbid : 
how shall we, that are dead to sin live any longer 


death, which is not of a literal character, but moral, 
or of the mind. It is a death fo sin; or being sepa- 
rated from a life, or course of iniquity. In the third 
verse, he speaks of being baptized into Christ, or in- 
to his death : That is, partaking of the sufferings of 
Christ ; or as itis elsewhere expressed—filling up 
the measure of the sufferings of Christ that remain, 
in the persons of his disciples.* In the fourth verse, 
St. Paul reminds his brethren that they had been 
bapfized into death, as a preparation to walk in newness 
of life. The fifth and sixth verses recognise the 
brethren as planted together in the likeness of Christ’s 
death, that the body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth they should not serve sin: And then adds, 
** For he that is dead is freed from sin,” 

That the death here spoken of is not the death of 
the body, is obvious from the fact, that St. Paul was 
treating in the preceding context of a death to sin,

| and not a literal dissolution of cbganinél matter : nor 
has the apostle introduced ahy change of the sub- 
ject till he comes to the twelfth verse. In the eighth 
verse, he saith, “Now, if we ke dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live with him :”—and 
in the eleventh verse, commands them, saying, 
“ Likewise reckon ye yourselves to be dead indeed 
unto sin, but alive unto God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.”? The manner, therefore, in which the 
apostle treats this subject, and the present tense of 
the verb which he connects with the death here 
mentioned, we think, renders it plain that a death of 
the mind was the subject of discourse ; whereby the 
heart and life were broken off from the love and 
practice of sin. From the ninth and tenth verses, 


however, it is fairly inferible, that sin is not the em- 
ployment of those who have departed this life.

“Though, however, Mr. Scott passed through 
“deep waters,” and sometimes “ walked in dark- 
ness,” (Isa. i.10) during his last illness, it is not to 


_be supposed that this was his constant, or even his 


habitual situation, much less that fear of the final 
event prevailed in him. No : hope as to that point 
generally predominated, though he would say, 
“Even one fear, where infinity is at “ge is suffi- 
cient to countervail all its consoling effects :” but 
the present conflict was severe. ‘ Satan,” he said, 
“bends all his efforts to be revenged on me, in this 
awful hour, for all that I have done against his king- 
dom through life!” and his holy soul could con- 
ceive of many evils, short of final failure of salvation, 
from which he shrunk back with horror. From time 
to time, however, the clouds dispersed, and the “ sun 
of righteousness arose upon him with healing in his 
beams.” 

‘** His humility and sense of utter unworthiness 
seemed now more deep than words could express. 
One of the prayers caught from his lips, in the man- 
ner above described, was in these words : ** O God, 
do not abhor me, though I be indeed abhorrible, and 
abhor myself! «Say. not, Thou filthy soul, continue 
filthy still! but say rather, I will, be thou clean !” 
It need scarcely be said that Christ was now more 
precious in his eyes than ever, and his ¢ 8 
of exclusive, undivided, and adoring adherence to 
him for salvation, if possible, more strong.. At the 
same time, he refused the ion to himself 
of those promises which belong only to true believ- 
ers in Christ, except as it could be shewn that he 
bore the char+cter commonly annexed to the pomise,

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pent, obey.” When he could not trace this 
in himself, he would have ie i those 
which encourage even the chief of to come 
to Christ, and assure them, that ‘hi t cometh 
he will in no wise cast out.”

My opposers have repeatedly assured me, as far as

send them to a world of peace and rest. I said that 
my opposers have thus assured me, as far as I could 
credit their assertions. Itis very true that I never 
believed what they said, and the reason why I did 
not believe them I will now state. 

First, they could not murder any body from the 
benevolent desire of delivering them from trouble 
and of introducing them to a state of perfect peace ; 
for murder cannot be committed without a malicious 
design. A man may put a fellow-creature to death, 
being a lawful executioner, but this would not be 
murder. 

Secondly, I do not believe what my opposers as- 
sert, because they do not those things which are, 
to say the least, as consistent with their belief, as 
what they say they would do, if they believed with 
me, is with mine. For instance: They profess to 
believe that those who are truly regenerated are cer- 





tain of being forever happy hereafter. But they do 
not kill them to deliver them from the troubles of 
this world and to introduce them to the everlasting 
felicity of the next. Why do they neglect this duty ? 
But they never thought it to be their duty. Why 
is it not as reasonable that they should kill their pi- 
ous fathers, mothers, companions, children and 
friends, now, as they believe they are sure of happi- 
ness hereafter, as if they believed that all mankind 
will be thus happy ? 

Thirdly : I do not believe what my opposers have 
said to me on this subject, because I have lived to 
see many of them come over to my belief, but never 
knew one that was disposed to destroy the life of his 
connexions in consequence of changing his belief. 
We learn more by experience than by any other 
means, and the knowledge thus obtained is general- 
ly the most useful. Many years have now passed 
away since I first heard it said, that if Universalism 
should prevail, the morals of the people would be- 
come corrupt in the same ratio. But I have lived to 
see the doctrine of God’s Universal Benevolence 
prevail to a truly wonderful degree, and yet have dis- 
covered no proof that those unfavorable predictions 
were true.

sense where it can be done ; should he, I say, have 
attempted a work of this kind; instead of thanks 
and applause, it is more than probable he would 
have been treated as a rash man, of no judgment, of 
little learning, and less religion.”—Bp.
